Western Roads do not Join
in Force Reduction.

Action Viewed as a Check to Prob-
able Demands of Labor Unions,

The most general interpretation of
the move of the Harriman lines in
ordering force reduction, following the
widely published statement of Julius
Kruttachnitt relating to demands of
shopmen, is that it has come a8 a check
to the proposad labor demand for more
pay and shorter hours, Further, the
situation points to the Union Pacifie
acting nlone in this matter other roads
not as yet at least, having been includ-
ed in the move to eheck these demands.
It is expected however, that the rpads
of the Harriman group will later take
the same action as the Union Pacific.
On the 1llinois Central and allied lines, |
mombers of ten unions affecting rail- |
road employes have voted on a propoai- l
tion to go out on a strike if certain de-
mands by them are not conceded byi
that company. It is understood that a
vote on a similar proposition has been |
taken among the shopmen of the South-
ern Pacific.

A New York dispateh under date of |
Tuesday said: Officials of the Rock Is- |
land, Northern Pacific and Atchison |
mailroads indiested they will not adopt
the Union Pacific method of retrench-
ment, An officer of the Rock laland
said that his company was not laying
off men and he saw no immedinte cause
why it should do so. It is generally
believed here that the retremchment
policy will be extended to all lines of
the Harriman system. According to
statements of western railway officials
traffic in that section is holding stead-
ily, with the general merchandise
movement the most sustaining factor,

In speaking of the Union Pacifie’s
foree reduction, the Chicago Record-
Herald said: On the face of it, the
statement credited to the general man-
ager's office at Omaha that Union Pa-
cific has lost money in the last ten
months is ridiculous, It is likely that
no such imaginative report ever ema-
nated from the operating headquarters

WATER GONDITIONS

State and Government to
Join in the Survey.

Policy of Government is to Recoguize
Existing Rather than Future Ditches.

Through the offorts of the Chamber
of Commerce Enginoer Weins, chief in
charge or the Pathfinder government
dam, spent yesterday in the city and
in the afterncon held a conference with
o number of local men interested in
our irrigntion ditches. The objeet of
Mr. Weiss's visit was to aseertain in a
general way the water conditiona in
this section, the extent of the diteches
and the area of irrigable land, and this
he learned through the gentlemen
whom he met, the latter including Sen-
ator Hoagland, J. C. Wilson, Chas,
MecDonald, E. F. Seeberger, J. G,
Beelor and John Bratt,

Mr, Wiess announced that the Ne-
braska state board~of irrigation, in
econjunction with the government, will
sondd a party of engineers here who will
ascertain in detail the carrying capac-
ity of the Lincoln ecounty ditches and
the acreage of irrigable land under the
ditches, this being ascortnined in  order
that these ditches may in the future
receive the full quanity of water needed
for the irrigation of land under thom;
that is, at least asufficient quantity of
witter tosupply these ditches will be al-
lowed to flow down the river during the
irrigation season.

The policy of the government as it
relates to storage water in the Puth.
finder dam, will be to allow all existing
ditches the natural flow of the river
according to priority rather than to
antieipate the needs of ditches yet to
be built. This policy is espoused by
Sceretary of the Interior Hitcheock,
F, H. Newell, chief of the reclamation
service, and by Engineer Wiess. With
this polioy in force water will practicih
ly be guarranteed Lincoln ecounty
ditches, notwithstanding Wyoming
parties are using efforts to socure the
construction of a governmentditeh into
what is known as the Goshen Hole see-
tion where it is said 200,000 acres are
suscepiible to irrigation, Should this
canal be built, it would necessarily
creato n big demand from the Path-
finder dam, and if the right of priority
was not recognized in existing ditchos,
these latter ditches would be short of
water were the Gushen Hale project
built, The policy of the government
to recognize existing ditches ahead of
those contemplated will be well re-
ceived by the people of the Platte
valley.
